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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's request for continuing examination (RCE), amendment and remarks 
filed 06/16/04 have been fiilly considered and entered. Claims 25-45 have been added as 
requested. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As previously set forth, claim 24 was found allowable over the prior art of Takumi, 
Japanese Publication 05-059664. Takumi fails to teach treating a fabric with a 
composition comprising formaldehyde, polyethylene glycol having a molecular weight of 
fi*om about 700 gm/mol to about 2500 gm/mol; and acid catalyst. Takumi only teaches 
immersing a fabric in polyhydric alcohol and exposing the dried fabric to formaldehyde 
vapor. Newly added claims 25-41 depend either directly or indirectly from allowable 
claims 24. For these reasons, claims 24-41 are found allowable. With regard to claims 42- 
45, independent claim 42 recites limitations of the same scope of claim 24, but more 
narrow. Specifically, AppUcant sets forth the amounts of formaldehyde, polyethylene 
glycol, and catalyst. As such, claims 42-45 are also found allowable over the prior art of 
record.
